BIG SPRING, June 2.— 


(fl5)—Rather than submit to 
arrest for an attempted rob- 
bery of the First National 
Bank of Stanton today, Clin- 
ton Hair, 30, shot and killed 
himself. 


His death climaxed a ten- 


mile automobile cfiase in which 
he vainly tried to escape pursuing 
officers. As the car in which he 
rode came to a halt, he whipped 
out an automatic pistol and fired 
six times, one bullet penetrating 
his head.. 


He apparently made no effort to 
«,hoot at^the car load of officers, 
who stopped on his left side. Three 
of his bullets tore through the top 
of his, car and the two other wild 
shots punctured the right door as 
he toppled over, dead.

At about the same time, the 
program was being explained to 
the senate banking committee by 
Secretary Mills during his attack 
upon the proposed bond issue for 
public works carried by the dem- 
ocratic program. 


The administration program call- 
ed for $300,000,000 for relief loans 
to states and $1,500,000,000 more 
borrowing power for the 
recon- 
struction corporation for loans on 
self liquidating projects. 


The treasury head said the Dem- 


ocratic proposal for a bond issue 
would "unbalance" to budget. 
Both he and Secretary Hurley 
who was appearing at the same 
time before the house ways and 
means committee in opposition to 
a bond issue for public works, said 
the 
huge 
expenditures involvcc 


would give comparatively little aid 
to unemployment. 


Plea to Hoover Frees Dad 


CHICAGO. June 2.—(ff)—Organ- 
ized American business answered 
the call of the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce today for an 
"honest balancing of the budget" 
and reductions in taxes/ and gov- 
ernment 
expenditures. 


Tomorrow 
the 500 representa- 
tives of business and commercial 
groups will adopt a 
declaration 


of policy before congress finally 
passes on the next tax bill. 
George Rosseter, 
president of 
the Chicago association and chair- 
man of the tax conference, said: 
"It does not take much of a 


financier or statesman to balance 
a budget if all he attempts1 to do 
Is to increase rates or tap new 
sources of revenue, thus adding 
additional burden." 
The taxing efforts of congress 


were described by Col. Robert R. 
McCormick, editor of the Chicago 
Tribune, as "the spectacle of 600 
panic stricken men trying to do 
the impossible. They -realize that 
the money spent in years past 
cannot be raised from the people 
this year. They are In the grip 
of a monstrous political machine 
striving to exact the last drop 
of blood."

The bodies were discovered in 
the show tent at New Cancy, Tex- 
as, Dec. 10 last, several days, pre- 
sumably, after the killings, through 
the screams of a hungry parrot 
which led New Caney residents to 
go into the tent* and Investigate. 


Special Prosecutor Z. L. Fore- 
man yesterday brought a parrot 
into a room adjoining the court- 
room and late in the day sought 
to have the bird brought into the 
courtroom itself. District Judge S. 
A. McCall refused permission. At 
the time, Foreman would not say 
whether It was the bird that saw 
the killings. When the trial was 
over today,« however, he admitted 
it was not the same. 


"I am mighty glad It came out 
that way," Kendall said after the 
verdict. '"I trunk I got justice." 


The prosecution made no an- 


nouncement as to what disposi- 
tion would be made of the case 
involving the slaying of Martha 
Smith. 


The jury's refusal to consider 


long the circumstantial case in the 
Brownlee case, however, undoubt- 
edly will be considered carefully 
before any attempt is made to 
bring Kendall to trail again.

WARNING TO JAPAN 


IS ISSUED TUESDAY 


OFFICIAL PAPER USES EDI- 
TORIAL TO WARN ALLEGED 


IMPERIALISTS 


MOSCOW, May 31.—(ff) 


—A new warning to Japan 
to keep hands off Siberia 
was contained today in an 
editorial in the newspaper 
[zvestia, coupled 
with a 


charge that certain Japan- 
ese elements want Eastern 
Siberia to facilitate preparations 
for war against the United States. 
The editorial, published in yes- 


terday's editions of the newspaper, 
said Siberia "is not a street on 
which imperialist robbers 
may 


walk with' safety." 
It predicted if 
'Japanese imperialism seeks now 
to entangle its population in a new 
adventure" in that direction "they 
will break their own teeth." 
"Japanese 
imperialism 
already 


has been in Siberia at a cost of 
1.0pO,000,000 rubles (about $500,000,- 
000) and much blood," the editorial 
said. 
"This happened when the 


red army was only in process of 
formation, when the soviet union 
did not produce three times more 
coal and Iron than Japan." 


The Soviet Union does not de- 
mand anything of Japan except 
"the esteem of its borders," it 
went on. "It wants to continue 
peaceful and friend relations and 
to increase ecbnomic relations mu- 
tually beneficial to both countries. 
"The extent of our sterngth is 
recognized even by some Japanese 
politicians, because the menace of 
that strength is shouted by the 
Japanese press.' This won't fright- 
ed us."

The Small bill vesting title 
to river beds in original 
owners of lands traversed 
by them was held constitu- 
tional and fully sustained by 
the Texas Supreme Court 
today. 


The case, In which constitution- 
ality of the Small bill was involved 
was styled State of Texas vs. C 
W. Bradford et al. There were ap- 
proximately six hundred defend- 
'ants, claimants under the bill to 
valuable oil bearing lands, parts 
of dry river beds, in West Texas 
Aggregate value of some of the 
property involved had been placed 
as high as. $50,000,000. 


The bill, sponsored by Senator 
Clint C. Small of Amarillo and 
passed over the veto of Governor 
Dan Moody during his administra- 
tion, validates title to land in the 
stream -beds where the surveys 
cross streams that are not navi- 
gable but which are more than 
thirty feet wide. 


The original statute classed the 
latter as navigable and forbade 
surveys to 'Include them. 


Much of the most valuable river 
bed holdings, affected are In the 
north fork of the Red River for 
a i distance of about seventy-five 
miles through Gray and Wheeler 
counties. 


The suit was brought by the 
state to try title to the bed of 
the river, alleged 'to have been 
appropriated to the public school 
fund. As ground for the recovery, 
the state alleged the river- was a 
statutory 
navigable 
stream. 


Caswell and Redd, two of the 


defendants, asserted they had an 
interest in the land tinder the 
oil and gas permit sections of 
the mineral act of 1917. 
Property of State. 


The decision held 
that 
river 


beds were the property of the 
state at large and not the school 
fund, having the effect of plac- 
ing revenue from river beds to 
the credit of the state general 
revenue fund.

DRIVER'S RESPONSIBIL- 


ITY. 


Motorists are not given to 


speculating upon the degree 
of their legal liabilities as 
they drive along. They are 
not careful because they 
think the courts are preju- 
diced in favor of the pedes- 
trian, nor are they reckless 
because 
they 
think 
the 


courts are on their 
side 


They are careful when they 
think of the chances for an 
accident and careless when 
they forget to think. 


But the obligation is up- 


on the motorist to consider 
that the unforseen may hap- 
pen. Knowing pedestrians to 
be absent-minded and arro- 
gant and children to be im- 
petuous and reckless, the 
driver of the motor vehicle 
must maintain a margin of 
caution to allow for their 
contributory neg 1 i g e n c e. 
Merely because contributory 
negligence relieves him of 
legal liability does not re- 
lieve him of a moral obliga- 
tion. 


The following sections of 


a bulletin issued by Califor- 
nia highway authorities em- 
phasis recent decisions' by 
the courts of that state on 
the subject 
under discus- 


sion : 
% 
"The pedestrian has the 
right to use all parts of the 
highway, being chargeable 
only for the exercise of a 
due amount of care. 


"The pedestrian hit and 


injuried in the center of the 
street cannot be considered 
as negligent because he was 
there instead of on the side- 
walk. 


"The 
pedestrian is not 


guilty of negligence because 
he fails to look behind him. 
The pedestrian is not bound, 
as a matter of law, to be 
looking and listening con- 
tinuously to see if motor ve- 
hicles are approaching." 


In other words, the courts 


are of the opinion that one 
act of carelessness does not 
deserve another. 
It is not 


the privilege of truck driv- 
ers and autoists to observe a 
perpetual open season for 
running down those who 
walk without looking and 
thinking.

REAR ADMIRAL BILLARD 


In the death of Rear Ad- 


miral Frederick C. Billard 
the coast guard has lost a 
valiant champion. Admiral 
Billard built up the coast 
guard's post - war attack 
against rum runners, met 
criticism with staunch de- 
fense of the service, and 
would not let the country 
forget that the coast guard 
was older than the navy, 
and in addition to its mod- 
ern' blockade against rum, 
maintained? its traditional 
service of rescue. 


Friends of the admiral 


said that he acquired a taste 
for the sea in frequent read- 
ing of the "Odyssey" and 
the "Aeneid" while he was 
a teacher 
of Latin 
and 


Greek at Oakdale Academy, 
in 
Western Pennsylvania. 


He obtained appointment to 
Annapolis in 1894 and after 
graduation served in the na- 
vy, the revenue cutter ser- 
vice and the coast guard, 
finishing his career with 
eight years as commandant 
of the last. 


When he took command 


of the coast guard he found 
rum runners with swift craft 
were outdistancing the coast 
guard boats. 
In 1924 
he 


asked for $14,000,000 to 
equip the service to cope 
with organized rum running 
and in 1925 sought funds for 
five planes. 
He told the 


house appropriations com- 
mittee last February that 
his men had practicaly driv- 
en independent rum ships 
out" of business and only the 
rum syndicates with 176 
ships in bordering waters, 
were powerful enough to 
continue the illicit trade. 


He met criticism of indi- 


vidual errors in the service 
with the statement that out 
of 12,000 men there were a 
few who might be open to 
bribery but that the service 
as a whole was living up to 
the best traditions of the 
coast guard, which had hon- 
orable record dating, back 
to 1790. In one recent year 
the 
coast 
guard 
rescued 


more than 
3,000 
persons 


and 
helped 
save cargoes

DOWN. 


When the 
pioneers of 


America 
founded 
their 


towns, about the first insti- 
tution established was a re- 
tail store. People built their 
homes around these 
first 


stores, largely because the 
presence of these concerns 
made It convenient to ob- 
tain the supplies of daily 
life. As a community grows, 
these stores continue one of 
the principal reasons why 
the city exists. 


As they grow and pros- 


per, people come in to live 
in the town because it is a 
good place to buy their mer- 


Let not the heavy-laden 


taxpayer spend all his right- 
eous wrath 
upon 
these 


spendthrifts in Washington 
for he will have need of it 
before municipal and state 
budgets again 
. come 
to 


earth. The danger is that 
the noise about taxes and 
economy coming from the 
direction of Washington will 
deafen and blind the public 
to the larger problem of 
state and local taxation. 


Government costs in the 


310 largest cities are ap- 
proximately 3 per cent high- 
er than the running expen- 
ses of the federal govern- 
ment, and two-thirds great- 
er than the combined bud- 
gets of the forty-eight states. 


Municipal costs more than 


doubled between 1913 and 
1930, running far in advance 
of the population increase, 
and ahead of the market 
value of labor and materi- 
als. 


Public officials and the 


politicians are not respons- 
ible. They have merely car- 
ried out the orders of the 
voters; whose appetite for 
public 
improvements and 


the extension of 
govern- 


mental activities is insati- 
able. As long as the people 
demand better public ^health 
and welfare activities, and 
more jobholders with higher 
salaries they will have to 
pay for them and pay dear- 
ly. Their public representa- 
tives are 
only as 
spend- 


thrifty or as thrifty as the 
people who put them in of- 
fice. 


State and municipal gov- 


ernments, just as the feder- 
al •government has, have 
now 
reached 
the 
point 


where they must economize. 
Further tax increases the 
public either will not or can 
not support, which leaves 
no alternative for applying 
a shrinking process to all 
government costs.

TONE EVIDENT IN BUSINESS, 


INDUSTRY AND FINANCE 


DALLAS, May 31.— (ff>— A more 


cheerful 
undertone In business, 


industrial and financial circles in 
the Eleventh Federal Reserve bank 
district has been created by recent 
general rains, according to tne 
monthly review of the 
Federal 


Reserve Bank of Dallas. 
A resume of the review on gen- 


eral conditions said: 
"The heavy general rains tnrougn- 
out the district during the past 
thirty days, whihh relieved acute 
conditions in some areas, great- 
ly improved the outlook for agri- 
culture and livestock and created 
a 
more cheerful 
undertone In 


business, industrial, and financial 
circles. Due to the high winds 
and dry weather, there had been 
a rapid deterioration of crops and 
ranges during 
the 
first three 
weeks of April, and planting oper- 
ations were being retarded. 
With 
the advent of general rains, de- 
terioration was stopped, growing 
crops and ranges took sn new 
life, and- farmers proceeded nor- 
mally with planting 
operations. 


Although crops are later than 
usual, this situation can be cor- 
rected by a period of favorable 
weather. Prospects are 
not so 
bright as a year ago, yet the ex- 
cellent surface and subsoil season 
furnishes • a basis for sustained 
growth during the summer months. 
A disquieting feature at the pres- 
ent time is the large number of 
insects which may become a me- 
nace to production should weath- 
er condtlons be favorable to in- 
sect propagation. 
''The distribution of merchan- 
dise at both wholesale and retail 
continued 
unsatisfactory 
during 
April due In part to the unfavor- 
able 
agricultural 
conditions ob- 
taining during the greater part of 
the month. The sales of depart- 
ment stores *n larger : cities were 
4 per cent less than in March, 
and 32 per cent below April last 
year. 
While the distribution of 
merchandise In wholesale channels 
showed smaller than usual de- 
clines between March and April, 
it was due primarily to the small 
sales volume 
during 
the first 
quarter and the policy of retail- 
ers in 
making 
purchases only 


when Justified by consumer de- 
mand. 
As compared to a year 
ago, the declines in April were 
larger than those in March. Col- 
lections generally held up fairly 
well. 


"There were fewer commercial 
failures in this district 
during 
April than in either March this 
year or April last year. The lia- 
bilities of defaulting firms, how- 
ever, were larger than in either 
comparative period. 


"Banking statistics reflected no 
outstanding changes. Federal Re- 
serve Bank loans 
to 
member 


banks amounted to $11,320,000 on 
May 15, which was $1,336,000 less 
than a month ago, but $2,975,000 
larger than on the corresponding 
date -in 1931. Federal reserve notes 
in circulation reflected a further 
substantial 
decline. 
The 
loans, 


investments, and deposits of banks 
in leading cities showed a de- 
crease during the first 
crease during the five-week period 
ending May 11. The deposits of 
all member banks in the district 
reflected a seasonal decline, the 
daily average of combined net 
demand and time deposits' being 
$636,343,000 in April, as compared 
with $656,444,000 in March, and 
$801,150,000 in April, 1931, 


"The valuation of building per- 


mits issued at principal cities 
after showing a large gain in 
March, declined 13 per cent in 
April, and in the latter month 
was 34 per cent less than in the 
same month .last year."

CONCENTRATION OF SOVIET

wish that the Soviet government 
might see a way to repose such 
a further measure of confidence 
'in Japan's sincerity as would en- 
able the soviet union to discon- 
tinue all concentration of troops 
in the Far East. 
"This concentration, the Japan- 
ese government believes is the 
real source of recent unfounded 
rumors of dissension between our 
two countries. 
"At the same time, it Is fe4r- 


ed that tha effect of concluding 
a non-aggression treaty with the 
soviet union would be to weaken 
the force of the Kellogg-Briand 
pact and to cast a shadow on 
Japan's relations* with every oth- 
er state with which no non-ag- 
gression treaty existed. It would

"The Japanese government ad- 
heres firmly to the principle of 
the ppen dqor with equal oppor- 
tunity for all nations' in Man- 
churia.

With only pne dissenting vote 
on each proposal,

mayors 


also adopted resolutions favoring 
direct federal unemployment re- 
lief and a federal bond issue of 
$5,000.000,000 for public works as 
a further aid to the jobless. 


Seven mayors will present the 


program in Washington, the group 
being headed by Mayor Murphy 
and Mayor James M. Curley of 
Boston. 


Murphy was asked to appoint 


a committee to work out plans 
for the permanent 
organization.
